The ruling by Superior Court 


Judge Joseph H. Stamlcr came 
in response to a civil suit filed 
by the state attorney general's

Board of Education. 


The prayer readings were in- 


stituted in Netcong High School 
last fall despite Ihe 1903 U.S. Su- 
preme Court decision that pray- 
ers in public schools were un- 
constitutional. 


When the practice was start- 


ed, the school board said it in- 
volved the daily reading of "re- 
marks" from the Congressional 
Record. 


But Judge Slamlcr said in a

LBJ vs. Fullbright 


Last Friday night the Colum- 


bia Broadcasting System staged 
one of the best television per- 
formances of this and of many 
preceding seasons. 


It was the second in a series of 


taped interviews between Walter 
Cronkite, one of the best news- 
men in the business, whatever 
the medium may be and Lyndon 
B. Johnson our former 
Pres- 


ident. 


Nary a commercial interrupted 


this question and answer format 
and the discussion bored in on 
the most puzzling question of the 
1960s, n a m e 1 y, how did Uncle 
Sam become entangled in Viet 
Nam. 


The 
conversation 
piece 
far 


surpassed 
the 
first 
interview 


televised late in '69 in which the 
ex-President delivered the highly 
questionable o p i n i o n that if 
Humphrey had 
stuck 
to the 


Administration all the way he 
would have defeated Nixon. 


Friday's commentary on the 


Gulf of Tonkin resolution and its 
aftermath 
goes 
a 
long 
way 


toward explaining why J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright, chairman of the 
Senate' s Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, behaves as he does. 


In 1967 Fulbright instigated a 


series of Committee investiga- 
tions into the conduct of the war, 
which in their effect designed 
for public consumption, broadly 
hinted t h a t LBJ had horn- 
swoggled Congress into adopting 
the Tonkin resolution. 


He did not go so far as to say 


Johnson had misrepresented the 
situation to obtain the resolution, 
but that the White House was 
pursuing a 
course 
never con- 


templated by the resolution nor 
by the widest interpretation of 
its language within its context. 


This started the hawks vs. the 


doves controversy 
within the 


Democratic party which caused 
Johnson to decide against run- 
ning for re-election and which 
helped 
immeasurably 
to 
give 


Nixon the victory. 


Friday night Johnson stated 


categorically that he and his 
assistants fully briefed Fulbright 
and the iatter's colleagues on the 
Tonkin incident and what might 
reasonably be expected from the 
Communists in Southeast Asia. 


He shied from seeking a Con- 


gressional declaration of war, he 
added, because of its possible 
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effect on Russia and Red China 
under secret treaty obligations 
coming to North 
Viet Nam's 


assistance if the U.S. formally 
put 
itself 
in a war 
making 


position. Johnson said he knew of 
no such treaties but was aware of 
the Communist bloc having hid- 
den agreements b e t w e e n its 
members. 


The Tonkin resolution similar 


to Truman's declaring a police 
action against North Korea in 
1950, Johnson felt to be a safer 
diplomatic gambit. 


Fulbright, he emphasized, knew 


the full story and what Johnson 
intended to do. 


The Senator replied to report- 


ers the instant the CBS studio 
cameras 
switched 
to 
another 


program in these words: 


"It never occurred to me that 


the 
President 
of the 
United 


States would lie to members of 
the Senate. 
I was 
completely 


taken 
in as 
was the 
whole 


Senate." 


He also went on to say he later 


became convinced that the Navy, 
under White House and South 
Vietnamese direction engineered 
the Tonkin attack. Further he 
noted only one ship was actually 
assaulted. 


It may well be years before the 


historians can sift the wheat 
from the chaff in this dispute. 


Johnson obviously speaks from 


the chagrin of repudiation by his 
own party or substantial ele- 
ments of it, but if the reader will 
forgive a weak pun, Fulbright is 
just too fullsome for credibility. 


He and his cronies aptly fall 


into what LBJ noted that "when 
the g o i n g got rough, Fulbright 
and others started looking for 
the cellar." In simple 
English 


what Johnson means is that what 
in 1964 appealed to the Demo- 
cratic high command as good 
political fodder turned 
into a 


very sour mash 
and by 
'67 


somebody decided it was time to 
jump ship. 


Fullbright's latest maneuver to 


subpoena U.S. military personnel 
in 
Viet 
Nam 
for 
committee 


hearings is the latest in this 
political 
wiggling to 
find, 
if 


possible, an issue to prop up his 
party in this year's Congres- 
sional elections.

England and subsequently be- 
came the leader of the move- 
ment in the United States.

that she converted imagism into 
"Amygism," she did much to 
sponsor imagisl poets and edit- 
ed a number of anthologies. 


Celebrated as a personality, 


she was eccentric in behavior, 
keeping a large trorpe of dogs, 
smoking large black cigars and 
using l a n g u a g e of extreme 
frankness. 


One of her best single poems 


is "Lilacs"; several others are 
familiar 
to 
readers 
of 
her 


anthologies. 


Among her books of poetry 


arc "Sword - Blades and Poppy

Peril At Drive-In 


Not all the trials and tribula- 


tions at a drive-in movie take 
place on the screen. Sometimes, 
misfortune also befalls a mem- 
ber of the audience. If a patron 
does suffer an accidental injury, 
may he hold the management 
legally liable? 


To begin with, the manage- 


ment 
has 
a 
basic 
duty to 


maintain the premises in safe 
and orderly condition. Take this 
case: 
HELD LIABLE 


A 
drive-in 
had 
a 
special 


"KIDDY ZONE" where children 
could amuse themselves while 
their ciders were watching the 
movie. On a roadway running 
alongside this zone, debris of all 
kinds was allowed to accumu- 
late. One evening, the tire of a 
passing car hurled a bottle cap 
into the play area, striking a 
child in the eye 


In a court test, the theater 


was held liable for the child's 
injury. The judge pointed out 
that similar incidents in the 
past had given the management 
plenty 
of warning that 
the 


littered roadway was a source 
of danger. 


Furthermore, t h e 
manage- 


ment is supposed !o cnlorce 
prudent 
rules 
of 
safety. 
In 


another case, a theater made no 
effort to keep its patrons from 
sitting outside their cars on 
warm evenings. Yet it provided 
no lighting for the aisles — and 
no 
attendants 
to 
guide 
the 


oncoming vehicles. 
HEAD INJURY 


When a car struck a patron 


sitting near an aisle, liie theater 
was held responsible. The court 
said the way the place was rim, 
it 
was 
"a 
stage seting for 


tragedy." 


Still, some mishaps are not 


fairly blamable on the manage- 
ment. Thus:

snack bar tried to walk through 
the narrow space between a 
parked car and a listening post. 
Bumping 
into the 
connecting 


cord, he knocked the speaker 
box against a woman seated 
inside 
the car, inflicting 
an 


injury on her head. 


The 
hapless 
woman never 


could locate the walker. So she 
decided 
to 
sue 
the 
theater 


instead, arguing that its ar- 
rangement of listening posts 
and 
connecting cords was a 


"dangerous condition." 


However, the court lield that 


the theater was no more at 
fault than she was. The judge 
said 
the 
management 
could 


reasonably 
assume 
that 
the 


average patron, knowing how a 
drive-in theater is set up, would 
have belter sense than to walk 
Into a cord.
